LAND FRAUDS, 


. 
A Chapter on Spanish and Mexican 
Grants. 


How They Have Been Extended 
Beyond Their Proper 
Boundaries. 


he Armendaris Grant — Stretched 


Over 85,000 Acres So As to Take In 
Valuable Coal Lands—How a Mount- 
ain Range Was Moved Two and a 
Half Miles by a Deputy Surveyor— 
Affidavits of United States Surveyors 
Bearing on the Subject. 


Correspondence of the Post-DisPaTcH. 

Sawra Fx, N. M., October 15.—As stated in a pre- 
vious letter, published in the columns of the Post- 
Disparou, the gigantic land frauds in New Mexico 
have been perpetrated under numerous disguises, 
and the operations of the thieves have by no means 
been confined to dodging the homestead and pre- 
emption laws with perjury and false testimony, or 
with incorrect township and section surveys. The 
bolder and more ambitious of the land grabbers, 
finding themselves cramped in so narrow a field, or 
unable to satisfy their voracious greed for plunder 
with a mere bagatelle of 160 acres at a time, 5009 
turned their attention in another direction, and, 
discovering a channel in which their peculiar sal- 
ents could be more useful, took to the stealing and 
extension of old Spanish and Mexican land grants 
upon a larger scale. The extension of the 
original boundaries of land grants presents 
particularly inviting opportunities to men 
of their ilk,and the chances of detection being 
comparatively small. a large proportion in acreage 
—of the land stealing in the Territory has been 
done in that manner. The modus operandi is very 
simple. The first requisite, of course, is to obtain 
possession or control of a grant. Not infrequently 
bogus grant papers have been used, or attempted, 
as the great number of rejected grants will testify, 
That some of the original grants which have bees 
approved by different Sarveyors-General are not

to be trues leastwise it is a fact that some thirteen 
different styles of signatures of Manuel Armijo, an 
en-Governor and a Captain-General of the Province 
of New Mexico, have been discovered attached to 
different grants,and itis quite safe to presume 
that a person to whose official signature so 
much weight attached as did to mis 
was not likely to alter it 80 
often during the space of time for which he held 
his position. Then again ina number of cases the 
alleged original papers on which a grant is claimed 
are in a mutilated condition, and the fact that there 
ever was an official signature must be proven by 
corroborative testim ny, which is often of an ex- 
iremely shaky nature. In others the boundaries 
have been scratched out. torn off, or erased, and it 
becomes necessary to call in witnesses to establish 
the boundary calis. These questions being of a 
legal nature, are decided by the proper judicial 
authority, no in all cases is the Surveyer-General 
of the Territory. If that official should be corrupt, 
it can be readily seen that there is almost no end to 
the mischief which his decisions would make 
practicable and assist in carrying out. His recom- 
mendations are, as a rule, acted upon by the 
General Land Office at Washington, and his 
opinion is seldom reversed. After a grant 
has been approved, the next step is 
to have it properly and officially 
surveyed, preparatory to confirmation by Congress. 
The boundaries of the grant are always set forth in 
the original papers and there is a rule of the Gen- 
eral Land Office, which should be, bnt has not 
always been, enforced by the different Surveyors- 
General, 

WHICH READS AS FOLLOWS: 

“When claims have been surveyed the claimants 
must file an authenticated plat of the survey, or if 
not surveyed, other evidence must be produced 
showing the precise lecatien and extent of the 
tract claimed.“ General Julian, the present Sur- 
veyor-General, is authority for the statement that 
only in very few instances has the above ruie been 
complied with by claimants. “In the future,” said 
he to your correspondent, every graut claim must 
be accompanied by a plat showing approximately 
the beundaries, or giving something like the area of 
the claim. Furthermore, the estimate of the extent 
of the grant must be reasonably correct and not 
100,000 acres out of the way. If a man owns a 
grant it is foolish to presume that he can't come 
within a few thousand acres of its proper area.” 
The grant is surveyed by Deputy Surveyor under 
instructions from the Surveyor-General. The 
latter explicitly states that the grant shall be sur- 
veyed according to certain set boundaries, and in 
all cases of doubt he interprets the language of the 
grant as to the boundaries in the form of “special 
instructions,“ which, as the superior officer, it is 
his duty to see are obeyed to the letter, since the 
slightest deviation from them is often the cause of 
serious complications, orfworse. After the survey 
is made a piat of it containing all of the boundaries, 
boundary calls, monuments and corners, 
accompanied by the field notes of 
the Deputy Surveyor, is turned over 
to the Surveyor-General for his approval and sig- 
nature. In view ot the fact thatthe Surveyor- 

General is the responsible head of his immediate 
department, and that every survey is made accord- 
ing to his direct personal instruction, then he 
should certainly detect any flagranterror on the 
Part of his subordinate in making the metes and 
bounds of the survey, and failure to do so is at 
best but little short of criminal carelessness. Where 
such errors (H are systematically overlooked, as 
has been the case, the conclusion forces itseif that 
the mistake is a willful one on the part of the Sur- 
veyor-General, which literally means malfeasance 
in office and collusion to defraud the Government. 
As will be found from this and subsequent commu- 
nications in the Posr-DisratTom, several Surveyors- 
General have been guilty of criminal carelessness 
of that nature on more than one occasion, and that 
their mistakes (H have cost the Government of the

their true position, and by christening a smal! 
drie@-up spring in old Fort McRae, the Ojo Del 
Muerto, when the Ojo de! Muerto is actually situ- 
ated in the town of Engle, on the A., T. K S. F. 
road. over four miles distant from the old Fort. As 
swornto by Hall and Jewett, the small spring in 
Fort McRae is incapable of being, and in fact no 
one of the residents of that neighborbood ever con- 
sidered it as being, the source of the Ojo Deli 
Muerto, while the spring at Engle has always been 
looked upon, as it undoubtedly is, the source of the 
Muerto. The most important blunder in the survey 
is the location of the Fra Cristoba! 
Mountains. In order te cover up his 
faise line, and to strengthen his position the sur- 
veyor ruus out a fictitious spur to the east of the 
Fra Cristobal, when in fact no such spur exists. 
The position occupied on the plat of this spur is 
the true location of the Fra Cristobal range. The 
proof of an extension in this case is so apparent 
and convincing that Mr. Clark, the chief clerk of 
the present Surveyor-General, expresses the 
opinion that, although the Armendaris has been 
patented, the survey could be set aside without 
difficulty. The survey was approved by J. K. 
Proudfit, Surveyor-General, for 397,255 acres. A 
correct survey would reduce its present area by 
about 36,500 acres. In this particular case the 
extension was undoubtedly made with a view to 
including valuable coal fields in what is now the 
soutuwestern part of the grant. They are 
reported as being the most extensive mines of their 
kind in the Territory. A correct survey would give 
them to the people of the United States instead of 
to the owners of the Armendaris grant. The fol- 
lowing is a rough eketch of the graat according to 
the survey on file inthe Surveyor-General’s office;

as Cherokee Strip, emvuraciag a tract of several 
million acres. Another subject of dissension is the 
lease of millions of acres of land to cattle syndi- 
cates. The Cuerokee Strip itseif is embraced in 
these leases. Caoief Bushyhead is reported as 
having said to Secretary Lamar that the

An alarm was turned on from box 41, Fourth and 
Pine streets, at 7:45 last evening. callung the Fire De- 
partment to what proved one of the most unfortu- 
nate, if not expensive, fires in the city’s history. 
Flames had been discovered in the office of the Tele- 
phone Exchange on the fifth floor of the Third Nation- 
al Bank Building, 417 Olive street. A few minutes 
after the arrival of the engines a second alarm was 
turned in. The particular necessity for this was 
found not in the size of the fire, but in the fact 
that Olive street from Fourth street to Broadway 
was torn up so completely that it was impossible 
to drive down to the scene of the fire, 


and it was with great difficulty 
that the ghose was brou ht from Fourth street 
and Broadway to the building. The first twoat- 
tempts to bring a stream to bear upen the fire were 
unsuccessful, the hose bursting before it could be 
taken to the top of the building. By the time the 
Department was weil at work the flames had spread 
through the fiftn floor acd tothe floor beiow, » here 
the general offices of the Bell Telephone Compan 
and the repair room were situated. For a time it 
was feared that the fire would spread to adjoining 
buildings, but as soon asthe flremen got satisfac- 
toriiy to work they brought the fire well under con- 
trol. Athird alarm was turned on shortly alter 
the second, though apparent ty without necessity. 
At any rate the engines that responded to it were 
not brougut into service. 

THE ORIGIN OF THE FIRE 
is said to have been toe crossing of the telephone 
wires aud an electric lignt wire. The paraffine 
eovering to the telephone wires was quickly meited, 
and the intense heat ignited the woodwor« sur- 
rounding the telephone cables in the cupola of the 
building. Frank McDonough, who waa on- of the 
four occupants of tue Telephone Exchange at the 
time, saw tne reflection of the flame without. and 
at the same moment caught sight of a tiny flame 
creeping through the woodwork of the ceiling. 
He yvave the alarmto his companions and they 
quick y vacated the premises. By the time the Fire 
Department arriveu on the scene the flames had 
spread through the exchange room and 
it would have been impossible to have 
saved itor any of the contents. The Department 
did what it could to confine the fire to tue upper 
floors aud to prevent its spreading to adjoining 
buijdings. In this they succeeded admurably. 
The fire hardly touched the fourth floor, and the 
floors below were 

INJURED ONLY BY WATER. 
The damage in some cases, however, was unpleas- 
an ly large, as many valuable cotlections of law 
books were pretty well soaked.

Chief Justice VINCENT, in the explanation 
he made to the public through an interviewer, 
said he knew nothing against Dorsey, and had 
taken a great liking to the man.

STATESMEN AND GOATS. 

A certain amount of speculation has been 
indulged in as to the reason why Consul-General- 
Elect Ern Ewind has not reported for duty at 
his post near the Halls of the Montezumas, but 
lingers near tho seat of family influence at 
Jefferson City. One ribaid editor in New 
Mexico, not having the proper reverence for a 
member of the Ewing family, started a story 
that the Consul-General-elect had been fright- 
ened back on his road to New Mexice by tales 
of a weird and blood-curdling nature where- 
with he had been stuffed by a local Mulhatton 
while sojourning at the Montezuma Springs. 
This charge was promptly met by the Consu!- 
General-elect, who not only denied the allega- 
tion but promised to whip the allegator on his 
next trip southward. 

Since then the public mind has been calmed by 
an announcement that the Consul-General was 
in delicate health. This was easily believed, as 
no one would ha ve suspected the true nature of 
his occupation. The real situation, however.

Grant on Tilden's Reet ion. 
Chairman Hensel's Card in the Philadelphia Press. 

In to-day's paper you accuse me of mistepre- 
sentation; of making an untruthful statement with 
out authority, warrant or justification, because I 
am reported to have said in areeent speech in 
Odlo: 

“There comes to usa volce from the grave in 
testimony of the dead commander of the Union 
armies, twice the Republican President of the 
United States, that from the beginning of the elec- 
toral struggle Grant believed Mr. Tiiden fairly had 
a majority of the e!ectors of 1876." 

You assume correctly that I made this statement 
upon the authority of Mr. George W. Childs.

The Growth of the South. 
From the Philadelphia Times. 

The increase of the manufacturing enterprises 
in the South is remarkabie. The new enterprises 
organized during the first nine months of the pres- 
ent year, taken together with the enlargement of 
old plants, will employ an aggregate capital of 
$52,386 800. In this list Kentucky leads off with a 
capital of $14,005,000. West Virginia comes second. 
with $9,644,000; Maryland third, with $6,107,800, 
aud Alabama fourth, with $5,864,090, 

Tbe growth of the South has been ‘marvelous for 
the past five years. The increase in railroad mile- 
age since 1879 is 11,000 miles. The assessed value 
of the property of the South, not including the 
large capital invested in manufacturing enterprises, 
which is chiefly exempt from taxation, has in- 
creased $900,000,000. The production of corn has 
increased fifty per cent in that time and that of 
oatsseventy. In cotton mills the gain has been a 
hundred per cent, and in cotton seed oil milis two 
hundred and fifty per cent. A like increase has 
been made in the production of coal and pig iron. 

These specimen facts, illus rative of the indus- 
trial activity of the South during the last five 
years, which activity is greater at the present time 
than ever, shows that the war is over in that sec. 
tion, whatever Northern politicians may ciaim to 
the contrary.

A FATAL FALL. 


Mrs. James McGrath of Pine Street Acci- 
dentally Killed.

Lies in Democratic Ascendency.

Sam Jones’ Revival 


Monday Meetings. 


The Presbyterian pastors at their meeting this 
morning had a more than usually insteresting ses- 
sion, and consumed more than an hour in listening 
to the religious-political address of Rev. Dr. J. N. 


Craig of Baltimore. secretary of the Home Mission 
mmittee of the Soutbern Presbyterian Church. 
He spoke about the religious work among the 
freedmen, and endeavored to analyze the past con- 
ditions that militated against the negro's rapid 
spiritual growth, and the present possibilities that 
make his horizon of heavenly ho brighter. So 
charmingly did he mingle spiritual possibilities and 
political facts that he held nis hearer toa close 
consideration of every poiut he 
made. He stated most emphatically 
that in his judgment the work among the colored 
people Soutu must be confined to them entireiy 
and that no mingline with the whites is at ali 
practicable. Yet he disclaime! the idea naturally 
arising from such a statement that there exists any 
animosity toward the blacks. On the contrary, he 
cited bis eighteen years of experience among them 
as a prooftthat the Southern people love the colored 
peop'e #8 no other class can. He went on in an 
affecting way to show how that this feeling amon: 
the whites was but the natural outgrowth of their 
association when young with colored playmates, 
and with the wrotec ion and fostering care so often 
extended by the colored mammy. To the great 
uestion, Why have the negroes prog 80 
slowly spiritually? he made a very surprising but 
clear and emphatic reply. He said 
that the carpetbazgers, ~im mediately 
after the war, had sv drilled into the 
negroes’ mind the belief that Democratic ascen- 
dency meant reinslavement, that it had been very 
hard for the colored people to be induced to gen- 
erally. receive the advice or guidance of the whites 
even m church matters. But now thatthe Demo- 
crats have at last obtained power, and the negro 
has found out that no matter what par is in 
his freedom in assured, the 
way has become open for the whites 
to carry cut their evangelizing projects. After 
some remarks by Dr. Niccolls the meeting 
adjourned, The synod of Mixsour: will meet ac 
Sedalia to-morrow eveuing.

Then, after 
a continental tour, be contemplates a long cruise in 
the Mediterranean. The market looks now, it seems 
to me, as if he will be able to carry out this project 
this winter.
